The coin, offered for sale by the International 
Coin Co., is believ ed to be one of the fiv e last 
liberty Head.nickels struck. The last authorized 
Liberty Head was minted D ee. 31, 1912, in antic­ 
ipation of the Buffalo nickel. Minor design changes 
postponed minting of the Buffalo coins until Feb. 
27, 1913. 
But, so the story goes, someone produced an 
unauthorized Liberty Head dime with a 1913 date. 
As few as fiv e of these coins are believ ed to hav e 
been struck. 
As the collector’s psychology dic­ 
tates, rarity means v alue, and that’s why this 
nickel may be worth 1.2 million times its face 
v alue.

U. S. DOLLARS AID CUBA ‘TECHNOLOGY’ 
“ . . . more than $1 million in U.S. tax dollars 
will go to support what may well be a principal 
Communist training school for rev olution . . . 
“ On the face of it, the United States seem s to 
be in the ridiculous position of throwing bullets 
at the Communists on one front and throwing 
dollars at them on another . . . ” 
That was how a U. S. Congressman described a 
United Nations grant to support a technological 
institute in Cuba. 
His statement, made in the 
House of Representativ es, referred to a story in 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat which the Congress­ 
man, Rep. Paul Findley of Illinois, had reprinted 
in the Congressional Record. 
The news story: 
WASHINGTON — A United Nations agency which 
receiv es 40 percent of its money from the U. S. 
Treasury is planning to giv e $3,100,000 to Cuba, 
with more than half of the aid funds allocated to 
strengthen the Univ ersity of Hav ana’s technolog­ 
ical faculty. 
The United States, through Ambassador J ames 
Roosev elt, has informed the U. N. agency it will not 
demand rejection of the project, nor will the 
United States withhold its $1,240,000 share of the 
cost. 
TRAINS ENGINEERS 
The univ ersity’s technological branch trains 
engineers and others and is headed by Russian 
and Cuban military personnel. Only Communist 
Party and militia members are permitted to 
attend. 
“ Cuban 
technology 
is 
specifically oriented 
toward training in computers, electronics, and 
other areas of endeav or which Fidel Castro has 
stated are related to the military potential of 
Cuba 
and 
particularly to radar and military 
communications,”

the Citizens 
Committee for a Free Cuba Inc., an anti-Castro 
organization of prominent Americans. 
In 1963, the U. N. special fund headed by Paul 
G. Hoffman, proposed an aid project for Castro’s 
Cuba, but dropped it after an angry outcry in 
Congress and State Department opposition. 
Last Tuesday (J an. 18), Ambassador Roosev elt, 
who represents the United States on the U. N. 
dev elopment program gov erning 
council 
that 
passes on special fund projects, said this Gov ern­ 
ment’s opposition in 1963 was “ a gimmick” and 
“ didn’t mean a thing in the whole concept of 
the fund.” 
PUBLIC RECORD 
Mr. Roosev elt said he will “ place on the public 
record the Gov ernment’s objection in principle” 
to the new project but will do nothing else to block 
the project or cut off the customary 40 percent 
contribution by Washington. 
U. S. payments to the U. N. special fund are 
v oluntary. The fund will spend ov er $150 million 
this year. 
Mr. Roosev elt said the U.S. nominal opposition 
to the Cuban project is not based on the Castro 
regim e’s communism but on the theory that 
Cuba’s shortage of technical experts was caused 
by the Castro regime itself, which has caused 
thousands of Cubans to flee. 
The new aid project was proposed by Mr. Hoff­ 
man, who maintained that U. S. support “ must be 
kept free of ideological and political considera­ 
tions.”

“ Mr. William wieland plays a 
large part in this report. 
“ The case of William Wieland, 
like the majority of security 
ca ses, does not inv olv e loyalty. 
It inv olv es such factors as in­ 
tegrity and general suitability. 
“ Mr. Wieland should be v iewed 
(perhaps not primarily, but cer­ 
tainly most importantly) as an 
example; his record and conduct 
and the handling of his security 
ca se combine to prov ide a case 


history which illustrates much 
of what is wrong with the State 
Department 
from a 
security 
standpoint. 
“ Mr. Wieland was not ‘respon­ 
sible* 
for 
the 
Communists* 
Cuban takeov er in the sense that 
he alone brought it about. Nei­ 
ther can he escape a share of 
the responsibility. 
“ (The exact placement of blame 
for such faults or offenses as 
policy impedance, inadequate or 
incorrect intelligence, withhold­ 
ing of intelligence or informa­ 
tion from higher echelons, misin­ 
formation of superiors, sabotage 
of policy papers, misuse of ov er­ 
stepping of authority, unauthor­ 
ized affixation of the Secretary's 
name to documents or messages, 
and v arious other wrongful a c­ 
tions or failures to act, which 
can interefere not only with the 
effectiv eness 
but 
with 
the 
basic security of the Depart­ 
ment’s operations, can nev er be 
established with certitude so long 
as executiv e priv ilege is asserted 
to 
prev ent 
successful inquiry 
respecting indiv idual actions. 
“ (When the head of an agency 
or one of its units accepts the 
blame for an error made in the 
name of the unit, instead of seek­ 
ing to escape personal blame by 
blaming an employee, this may 
be a noble action. But when such 
a man cries: “ Whatev erhappens 
in my unit is my responsibility," 
for the purpose of prev enting any 
inv estigation of what any of his 
subordinates did at any time, he 
is not accepting blame; he is 
simply hiding wrongdoing. 
For 
instance, 
if 
the 
same policy 
should be followed uniformly to 
the top, the President of the Uni­ 
ted States would hav e to be held 
personally responsible for ev ery 
security leak in Gov ernment — 
which is patently absurd.) 
“ William Wieland is, then, to 
be considered, most important­ 
ly, as an example. 
“ He is by no means to be re­ 
garded as a typical example e i­ 
ther of a Foreign Serv ice offi­ 
cer or of a State Department 
employee. 
“ Mr. Wieland was appointed to 
a position at the State Depart­ 
ment for which his qualifications 
were highly doubrful. (His sta rt­ 


ing salary was $7,000; his sa l­ 
ary in priv ate employment at 
the time was $3,120.) 
“ He was appointed without any 
security check. 
“ (His appointment actually was 
effectiv e before he ev en filled 
out any form of an application.) 
“ He falsified his job application 
by ommission. 
“ When he later filled out a nex- 
panded personal history form, he 
falsified that by direct m isstate­ 
ment. 
“ Mr. Wieland had a hand in 
shaping our policy with respect 
to Cuba both before and after 
Castro's takeov er. 
“ He held a position which by 
definition made him one of the 
State Department's experts in 
Latin American affairs, and Cu­ 
ban affairs particularly. One of 
the things the Department paid 
him or was his expertise -- his 
own judgment based on his own 
experience.

THE BIG NICKEL 
The five-day American Numismatic Association 
convention in Miami Beach opening on Tuesday, 
Aug. 8 will feature the auctioning of, among other 
items, what may be the world’s most valuable 
coin. 
It’s only a nickel, but it’s a might big one, 
in money terms. It’s valued in advance of the auc­ 
tion at $50,000, and may go for as much as 
$60,000. 
The coin, offered for sale by the International 
Coin Co., is believed to be one of the five last 
Liberty Head nickels struck. The last authorized 
Liberty Head was minted Dec. 31, 1912, in antic­ 
ipation of the Buffalo nickel. Minor design changes 
postponed minting of the Buffalo coins until Feb. 
27, 1913. 
But, so the story goes, someone produced an 
unauthorized Liberty Head dime with a 1913 date. 
As few as five of these coins are believed to have 
been struck. 
As the collector’s psychology dic­ 
tates, rarity means value, and that’s why this 
nickel may be worth 1.2 million times its face 
value.

S. DOLLARS AID CUBA ‘TECHNOLOGY’ 
“ . . . more than $1 million in U.S. tax dollars 
will go to support what may well be a principal 
Communist training school for revolution . . . 
“On the face of it, the United States seem s to 
be in the ridiculous position of throwing bullets 
at the Communists on one front and throwing 
dollars at them on another . . . ” 
That was how a U. S. Congressman described a 
United Nations grant to support a technological 
institute in Cuba. 
His statement, made in the 
, House of Representatives, referred to a story in 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat which the Congress­ 
man, Rep. Paul Findley of Illinois, had reprinted 
in the Congressional Record. 
The news story: 
WASHINGTON — A United Nations agency which 
receives 40 percent of its money from the U. S. 
Treasury is planning to give $3,100,000 to Cuba, 
with more than half of the aid funds allocated to 
strengthen the University of Havana’s technolog­ 
ical faculty. 
The United States, through Ambassador James 
Roosevelt, has informed the U. N. agency it will not 
demand rejection of the project, nor will the 
United States withhold its $1,240,000 share of the 
cost. 
TRAINS ENGINEERS 
The university’s technological branch trains 
engineers and others and is headed by Russian 
and Cuban military personnel. Only Communist 
Party and militia members are permitted to 
attend.

PUBLIC RECORD 
Mr. Roosevelt said he will “place on the public 
record the Government’s objection in principle” 
to the new project but will do nothing else to block 
the project or cut off the customary 40 percent 
contribution by Washington. 
U. S. payments to the U. N. special fund are 
voluntary. The fund will spend over $150 million 
this year. 
Mr. Roosevelt said the U.S. nominal opposition 
to the Cuban project is not based on the Castro 
regime’s communism but on the theory that 
Cuba’s shortage of technical experts was caused 
by the Castro regime itself, which has caused 
thousands of Cubans to flee. 
The new aid project was proposed by Mr. Hoff­ 
man, who maintained that U. S. support “ must be 
kept free of ideological and political considera­ 
tions.”
